Camellias may be grown in containers for many years. Pots or 
boxes make ideal containers. Accordingly, for those in cold cli- 
mates who have conservatories, the plant may be used in the patio 
during the outdoor season and then kept under glass in the cold 
season. 

Camellia plants stand frost down to 10°; their buds will stand 
frost only down to 1I8°. 

Few if any plants give more beautiful blooms for the amount of 
cash and care*investment. After the original cost a slight amount 
of feeding and watering is all that is required. 

After the plants have attained a height of 30"' or more, it does 
not hurt them to cut the flowers. Prior to that time flowers should 
be cut only with very short stems of two inches or less.
